erage. Edinburgh contains divers other

| gow, a noble infirmary, including cells 


tor lunatics, built and fupported by vo- 
luntary contribution, and a bridewell, or 
houle ef correction, for proflitutes. In 
Fountain-clofe, near the Nether-bow, is 
the college of phyticians, incorporated 
by patent under the great feal of Charles 
II. giving them ample juridi€tion, and 
certain privileges within the city, On 
the jouth fide of the Cow- gate is the 
high fchool tor Latin, fupplied with a 
mafler and four ufhers ; and in the neigh- 
bourhood, the furgeons hall, adorned 
with fome good portraits and preparations 
in anatomy. On the north fide of-the 
town is a phy fic garden, exhibiting above 
three thoufand plants, regularly claffed 
for the ufe of the fudents in botany. On 
a ning ground, to the fouthward of the 
Cow-gate, flands the college or univer- 
fity, founded by king James VI. in com.

arties of pleafure. At North Leith, 
that ftands on the other fide of the har- 
bour, there are docks, in which large 
fhips have been built and repaired. Be- 
tween Leith and Kinghorn, about the 
middie of the frith, lies the fimall 
ifland Inch Keith, frequented by water- 
fowl. Here are alfo horle-raees every 
year for the king's plate. About four 
miles to the eaftward of Leith, and on 
the fame coalt, we enter Muflelburgh, 
an antient burgh of regality, and mar- 
ket-town, fituated near the mouth of the 
river E(k, with a tolerable harbour. A 
hittle to the weltward, and almoft conti- 
guous, is the fmall town of Fifher-row, 
inhabited by &fhermen. Two miles fur- 
ther ealtward on this coaft is Prefton- 
town, and Preiton-pans, where a great 
quantity of falt is made by boiling the 
{ea watcr. 

At the diftance of five miles to the 
eat of Edinburgh the town of Dalkeith 
is fituated, at the conflux of the two 
rivers E(k, a large, populous, and flou- 
rifhing village. 

About four miles from Edinburgh is 
Roflin, noted for a itately Gothic chapel, 
counted one of the moft curious pieces 
of workmanfhip in Europe. Mid-Lo- 
thian is adorned with a great number of 
elegant houfes, belonging to the gentry. 

The fhire or conftabulary of Hadding- 
ton, or Eaft-Lothian, is wafhed on the 
north and caft by the frith of Forth ; 
hemmed in on the fouth by the hills of 
Lammermuir; and on the weit adjoining 
to the fhire of Edinburgh; ftretches 
about twenty miles in length, and twelve 
in breadth, and is one of the moit fruit- 
ful countries in Scotland. Over and 
above the farming, which turns out to 
great account, the people towards the 
fea-coaft employ themfelves in the fithery, 
falt making, and in foreign trade; and 
fome of the more inland inbabitants en- 
gage in the linen and woollen manufac- 
tures. Limeftone and coal are found in 
moft parts of the country; and great 
numbers of fheep are fed on the hills of 
Lammermuir. The county town, Ha- 
denn, or Haddington, is a royal borough, 
lituated on the {mall river Tine, over 
which there is a hand{ome bridge of three 
arches. The town is large and well 
built, has a good corn market, and 3s 
the feat of a large prefbytery. A com- 
pany of adventurers have here eftablithed 
a lange manufacture of bread cloth.

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At the diftance of four miles, upo™ 
the fea coaft, is fituated North Berwick» 
a {mall royal borough, which, by means 
of its harbour, enjoys fome thare of 
commerce. ; 

Dunbar is an antient royal borough, 
fituated near the mouth of the Frith, the 
feat of a prefbytery. It is a neat little 
town, with a good market, and a fecure 
harbour, which the inhabitants have built 
with great labour and expence. A great 
quantty of herrings 1s caught annually 
at this place, though they are not fo 
good as thole caught on the weitern coatt 
of Scotland. Here are fome eminent 
merchants, who fit out thips, and carry 
on a confiderable fhare of commerce. ~ 

Berwickfhive, or the Mers, derives its 
name from the town of Berwick, which 
was the head of the thire before it fell 
into the hands of the Englith, and ob- 
tained the appellation of Mers or March, 
becaufe it was one of the borders towards 
Engiand, is wafhed on the fouth and catt 
by the river Tweed and the German 
ocean; bounded on the welt by T'wee- 
dale; and on the north by Lothian. It 
extends four and twenty miles fiom eaft 
to welt, and the breadth amounts to fix- 
teens The face of the country is rough 
and irregular, exhibiting hills, moors, 
and mofles, with intermediate vallies, 
which are pleafant and fruitful. It is 
watered by many ftreams, and particu- 
larly by the famous Tweed, which, ri- 
fing from the fame hills that give birth 
to the Clyde and Annan, runs with a 
rapid courfe through Tweedale foreft and 
Teviotdale, and, after a courle of fifty 
miles, difembogues itfelf into the Ger- 
man ocean. The fhire of Berwick is ge- 
nerally diftinguifhed into the three divi- 
fions of Mers, Lammermuir, and Lav- 
derdale. The Mers is low, pleafant, 
and tolerably fruitful in corn. Lammer. 
muir is a hilly country, abounding with 
game, and yielding good pafture tor theep 
and black cattle. Lauderdale is a traét 
of land lying on cach fide of the rivet 
Lauder, agreeably varied with hill, dale, 
and forelt, and producing good Rore of 
corn and pafturage; but the moft fruitful 
and populous parts of Berwickthire are 
thofe that lie along the Tweed, and on 
both fides of the leiler rivers White Wa- 
ter, Black Water, and Eye. The prin- 
cipal town is Duns, a pretty large popu- 
lous, burgh of barony, ftanding on a ri- 

fing ground in the center of the fhire, 
ie feat of a prefbytery.

On the 
north-eaft border of the fhire ftands the 
populous and flourifhing town of Kilmar- 
nock, famous for its manutacture of 
broad cloth and hardware. 

The thire ot Peebles, or Tweedale, fo 
called from the river Tweed, that runs 
through the whole length of the county, 
ftretches about five and twenty miles in 
length, and at fome places eighteen in 
breadth ; bounded on the caft by Ettrick 
Foreit, on the fouth by Annandale, on 
the weft by Clydeidale, and on the north 
by Mid Lothian. Tweedale is a billy 
country, well watered with the Tweed, 
the Yarrew, and a great number of 
{maller itreams that fertilize the valleys, 
which produce good harvelts of oats and 
barley, with fome proportion of wheat. 
All the rivers of any confgquence abound 
with trout and falmon. The lake called 
Welt-Water-Loch, fwarms with a pro- 
digious number of ecls. Tweedale a- 
bounds with Iime-ftone and fiee-ftone. 
Thehills are generally as grecn as the

well fhaded with woods and plantations, 
and abounds with ail the necel] ules ot 
life.

Roxburghihire, or Veviotdale, deriv- 
ing its name from the town of Roxburgh, 
which 1s now deitroyed, and the river 
Teviot, that runs through the fhire into 
the Tweed, 1s divided into the three df 
tricts of Teviotdale, Liddiidale, and Eik- 
dale, or Euldale, fo called trom their re- 
fpective rivers, Teviot, Liddal, and Etk. 
It is bounded on the ealt and fouth-eatt 
by Northumberland and Cumberland ; 
on the fouth and fouth-welt by Annan- 
dale, on the weft by TPwecdale, on the 
north by the Merfe and Lauderdale, ex- 
tending about thirty miles from eatt to 
welt, and about fifteen in breadth from 
the border of England to the blue Cairn 
in Lauder-moor. The fhire exhibits a 
rough irregular appearance of hills, mof- 
‘ Hpel fed with nar- 
row vallics, and watered with delightful 
ftreams. Though the tace of the coun- 
try is bare of woods, the valleys yicld 
plenty of corn, and the hills abound with 
pafture for fheep and black cattle. Rox- 
burghfhire yields plenty of lime and free- 
ftone, and is very populous. The prin- 
cipal town, Jedburgh, a royal borough, 
fituated near the confluence of the Tety 
and Jed, 1s the feat of the theriff’s court 
and prefbytery, a large, well built, po- 
pulous town, with an handfome church 
and town-hall, and a goad market for 
@rn and cattle. Kello, a burgh of ba- 
rony, and likewife the feat of a prefby- 
tery, is a large populous town, pleafant- 
ly fituated on the bank of the Tweed, 
and con{equently a great thoroughfare to 
and from England.

Melrots, or Mailros, a timall 
burgh of barony, is the feat of a pretby- 
tery, at the diitance of fix miles from 
Kello, ftanding en the banks of the 
Tweed, hard by the famous abbey of that 
name, tounded in the twelfth ceatury, 
tor Bernardine or Cifercian monks, to 
denominated from the monattery ot Cu 

teaux in Burgundy, of which St. Barnard 
wis abrother. ‘The chronicle of Mailros 
was kept and continued by the monks of 
this abbey ; and the inconlittencies with 
which it abounds are attributed to the 
lenorance and partiality of the writers, 
as the abbey happened to bem the hands 


of the Scots or Saxons; the maenificence 


of the faundation {till appears im the 
rums. The window over the great gite 
ot the abbey is larger than that of York 

miniter; and round the top are the {tatues 
of Chit and the twelve apoltles: ihe 
choir of the church, which 1s dill vihble, 
amounts to one hundred and ferty feet 
in Jength; and by the thicknefs of the 
foundations, there muft have been a 
large and ttrong tower or iteeple in the 


' centre of the church: we fee likewile te- 





veral fragments ef the houte, the court 
and ofhces. ‘This abbey was endow ed 
with creat revenues, part of whicu arole 
from a Jarge fheep-walk in the neighbour 
hood, on the finelt green downs in the 
ifland ot Great-Britain. 

Selkirkhhire, otherwife called the the- 
riffdom of Ettrick Foreit, extends about 
twenty miles from eaft to weft, and the 
breadth does not excecd twelve: it bor- 
ders on the north with part of Tweedale 
and Mid-Lothian ; on the fouth ang cat, 
with Teviotdale; and on the welt, with 
part of Annandale. It is a hilly coun- 
try, yielding pafture for innumerable 
flocks of fheep and black cattle ; and the 
intermediate valleys bear good harvefts 
of hay and corn. It was formerly co- 
vered with woods, in which there were 
great numbers of red and fallow deer; 
and hence derived the appellation of a 
foreft; but now the woods are in a great 
meafure deftroyed. It is well watered by

Meffrs. Banks and Solander attended 
mein this tour, We found walking ex- 
tremely incommodious, the ground be- 
ng covered with grais, tharp and beard 
ed.

Several places were found 
convenient to lay the thip a-fhore ; but 
we could meet with no freih water. In 
the interior parts o! the country we found 
gum-trees, on the branches of which 
were white ants nefits formed of clay, as 
large as a bufhel.

on thore, and made its way. It was alfa 
obierved, that where there were {ail 
ftones projecting above the water, it pie. 
ferred leaping from one {tone to anotn er, 
rather than to fwim through the water. 
On the thirtieth I went athore very 
early, and having gained the fuimmit of 
hill, tock a view of the coalt, and 
iflands adjacent; after which I accom- 
panied Dr. Solander up an inlet, which 
had been difcovered the preceding day ; 
io the weather proving unfavourable, 
we returned carly to the fhip, having feen 
only two Indians, who followed the boat 
along the hore ; but the tide runni ng 
{ ong, we did not think it prudent to 
wait tor them. Mr. Banks went witha 
party on fhore, and finding a piece of 
iwampy ground, covered with mangroves, 
they relolved to pals it, which they did, 
though they were up io the knees in mud, 
and tometimes were obliged to crawl ¢ 
their hands, when they had flipped as 
tween the branches of trees, which j inter- 
fected the furface of the fwamp. Having 
perfurmed this difagreeable tatk, they 
reached a {pot where the natives appeared 
to have fiept on the grafs, and where 
they found the remains of a fith fupper, 
which had been roatted at four {mall ties. 
The fecond licutenant, at another place, 
faw the tract of a large animal, near a 
gully of water; and heard the voices of 
Indians, but did not fee any. There 
were two turtles at this place, fome wa- 
ter-fow!, and alfo a few imall land birds. 
No water being found, [ called the in- 
let Thirfly Sound, which we left on the 
thirty-firit of May, and after failing 
round three {mall :flands, anchored in 
fifteen fathom water. On the firft of 
June we got under fail, having a number 
of iilands im fight, as far as the eye 
could veach. The next day, at noon, we 
faw a high promontory, which was called 
Cape Hillfborough, and appeared to 
abound in wood and | rerbage, diltribute ed 
on hills, plains, and in vallies. Here 
Were a number of jimall iflands in this 
neighbourhood, on fome of which we 
faw imoke ariling in different places. On 
the third we discovered a point, which 
was named Cape Conway, between which 
and C; ape Hilliboroug h is a bay, which 
7 called Repulie Bay. The land about 
ape Conway is intericéted with hills and 
aie, woods and lawns, ard forms a 
very agreeable verdant proipest. We 
difcovered three people on one of the 
iilands, and a canoe, with an outrigger, 
like thofe at Otaheite. We named the 
illands 
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ifands Cumberland Iflands; and a pal- 
fage which was dilcovered was called 
Whitfunday’s Paflage, from the day on 
which it was perceived. On Monday we 
were a-breaft of a point, which was cal- 
led Cape Gloucetter. 
iven to three other places, viz. Holborn 
Ile, Edgcumbe Bay, and Cape Upittart ; 
the laft was thus called becaule it ries 
abruptly from the low lands which fur- 
round it.

form a barren, rugged, and rocky coatt. 
Thurfday afternoon we faw feveral large 
columns of {mokc, likewile fome canoes, 
and feveral natives, with foime trees, that 
we judged to becocoa-nut-trees ; in fearch 
of which fruit Meflrs. Banks and Solan- 
der went afhore with licutenant Hicks ; 
but they returned the fame evening with 
fome plants, which they had gathcred 
trom the cabbage-palm, and which had 
been miltaken for the cocoa-tree. We 
gave the name of Point Hiliock to a

abounding with the mof dangerous rocks 
and thoals, no name fignifying diftrefs 


had hithe ¢ 
nad hitherto been given to any cape or 


point of land which we had feen. But 
we now gave the name of Cape Tribu- 
lation to a point which we had juit difco- 
vered, as we here became acquainted with 
misfortune, 

[his cape is in fixteen deerees fix mi- 
nutes fouth latitude, and two hundred 
and fourteen degrees thirty-nine minutes 
welt longitude. 

At fix in the evening we fhortened fail, 
to avoid fome rocks, which were a-head, 
and to obferve whether any iflands lay in 
the ofing, as we were now near the [ati- 
tude of thofe iflands faid to have been 
diicovered by Quiros. We kept ftanding 
off trom fix o’cleck till near nine, with 
a fine breeze and bright moon. We had 
got from fourteen into twenty-one fa- 
thom water, when fuddenly we fell into 
twelve, ten, and eight fathom, in a few 
minutes. Every man was inftantly or- 
dered to his itation, and we were on the 
point of anchoring, when, on a fudden,

This evening we were a-breaft of a point | 
' at once from twenty to feventeen fathom,

Hence we ranged northward along the 
fhore, towards a clulter of iflands, on 


one of which about forty men, women, | 
and children, were feen deoking at-the | 


ihip with a peculiar curiofity. “he north 
point of Rockingham Bay was called 
Dunk Ifle, and is fcarcely to be dittin- 
guifhed from the fliore, lying fo very near 
it. On Saturday morning we were a- 
brealt of fome final! iflands, that were 
named Frankland’s Liles ; near are two 
places, that were called Cape Grafton 
and Green Ifland. Here Meilrs. Banks 
and Solander went afhore with me, when 
ur chief view was to procure water, 
which not being ealily obained, we loon 
returned on board, and the next day ap- 
proached Trinity Bay, which was thus 
called becaufe it was dilcovered on Tri- 
nity Sunday. 

No extraordinary accident having be- 
fallen us, during a navigation of more 
1 ‘ oa" / 
tan thirteen huudied miles, upon a coait

thought all danger pait, concluding 
we had failed over the tail of fome thoals 
which we had feen in the evening. We 
had twenty fathom and upwards before 
ten o'clock, and this depth continuing 
fome time, the gentlemen, who had hi- 
therto been upon deck, retired to reft; 
but in a fhort time the water thallowed 


and, before foundings could be once 
more taken, the fhip ttruck againtt a rock, 
and remained motionlefs. All hands 
were inftantly on deck, and as they knew 
they were not near the fhore, they con- 
cluded they had {truck againft a coral 


| rock, the points of which being fharp, 





and the furface fo rough as to grind away 
whatever is rubbed againft it, though 
with a gentle motion; we had indeed 
reafon to dread the horror of our fitva- 
tion. 

The fails being taken in, and boats 
heifted out to examine the depth of wa- 
ter, we found that the fhip had been 
forced over a ledge of the rock, and 
now lay in a hollow. Finding that the 
water was deepett to the eaft, we carried 
out the anchor from the ftarboard quar- 
ter, and applied our whole force to the 
capftern, in hopes to get the veflel off, 
but without fuccefs. The thip now beat 
fo violently asainit a rock that the crew 
could fcarcely keep on their legs. The

He called 
himfelf the Saviour of the poor, and 
loudly thundered that the haughtinefs of 
the mighty fhould be bridled. On this 
account he took the fo llowing text, Ifai- 
ah, xii. 3, *€ Therefore with j joy fall ye 
draw watcr out of the wells of the Sa- 
viour;"’ and thus began, ‘* I am the Sa- 
viour of the poor: ye poor who have 
experienced the hard hands of the rich, 
draw ye now out of mp wells the waters 
of faving doétrine, and that with joy, 
becaufe the time of your vilitation is now 
come: for I will divide the waters from 
the waters. For the waters are the peo- 
ple: & will, therefore, divide the lowly 
and faithful people from the proud and 
perfidious: I will divide the ele&t from 
the reprobate, as the light from the dark- 
nefs.”” 

The king being out of the land, the 
archbifhop of Canterbury was left guar- 
dian of the realm.

‘* Your petitioners conceive the liberties of 
the whole to be inevitably conneéted with 
tho’e of every part of an empire founded on 
the common rights of mankind. They can- 
not therefore obferve, without the greateft 
concern and alarm, the conftitution funda- 
mentally violated in any part of your majef- 
ty’s dominions. They elteem it an eflential, 
unalterable principle of liberty, the fource and 
fecurity of all conftitutional riehts—that no 
part of the dominion can be taxed without 
being reprefented. Upon this great leading 
principle, they moft ardently with to fee their 
fellow fubjects in America fecured in what 
their humble petition te your majcfly prays 
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for—peace, liberty, aud fafety. —Subordina- 
tion in comimeres, under which the colonics 
have always ch.arfully acquiefced, is, they 
conceive, all that this country ought in jutlice 
to require. From this fubordination fuch ad- 
vantages flow, by all the profits of their come 
merece centering here, as fully compenfare this 
nation tor the expences incurred, to which they 
alfo contribute in mon and money for their 
defence and prote€tion during a general war; 
and in theiy provincial wars they have mani- 
felted their readiaets and rciviution to defend 
themiclves.
